Polish Union 
Meets Urgently 
On Strike Call

WARSAW — Faced with an 
unyielding stance by the govern- 
mmL the Solidari^ union opened 
an important meeting in the city of 
Bydgoszcz Monday to decide 
whether to call strikes to protest 
police violence there last week. 

Shortly after the meeting got un- 
der way. it became dear that mili- 
lam leaders from chapters around 
the country were pressing Lech 
Walesa, Solidarity's chairman, to 
declare aprotesi action. 

Mr. Walesa, according to Soli- 
darity sources, threatened to resign 
his position from the union Sun- 
day night in order to dissuade lo* 
eal chapters, angered over the 
beatings of union activists at a pro- 
vincial assembly hall on Thursday, 
from launching unauthorized 
strikes. 

He was 5ucces.sful. There were 
no reports of stoppages Monday, 
and the Warsaw chapter, which 
had scheduled a two-hour warning 
strike for Monday morning, did 
not go through witn iL 

Prestige on the Line 

It has become dear that Mr. 
Walesa’s considerable prestige is 
on the line. Reporters covering the 
meeting in Bj/dgoszcz, who were 
not allowed to attend the proceed- 
ings, were not al all sure that he 
could contain the demands of the 
delegates from around the country, 
whose anger was intensified by 
what they construed as one-sided 
and false accounts of the 
Bydgoszcz incident in the govern- 
ment media. 

“This is war." one Solidarity 
leader said outside the overflowing 
auditorium in the cultural hall of 
the railroad workers next to the 
central train station. .A crowd of 
sewra! hundred wu<ic j outside. 

On the other hand. Mr. Walesa 
is so nationajlv accLs.med as the 
hero and symbol of the workers' 
movemcm that his voice carries 
immeasurable amhoriiy. His rec- 
ommendations have a way of mn- 
ntoouiinibe end. 

I^ng the initial discussion at 
the meeting, which was devoted to 
problems of private fanners — the 
issue that sparked the Bydgoszcz 
oonflici — the union took a firm 
position that an independent un- 
ion for farmers should be I^ally 


recognized by the government. 

When the discussion reached the 
third item on the agenda, the ques- 
tion of police brutality in the city, 
denunefations were livjd. "V.'e can- 
not step back." said one delate, 
‘if necessary, wc won't talk (vi'ith 
the genernment] again." 

. Nearly five hours of talks Sun- 
day in War-saw between delega- 
tions headed by Mr. Walesa and 
Mieezyslaw Rakoi^'ski. a deputy 
premier, yielded no results other 
than an agreement to meet again 
Wednesday. 

The union leaders came with a 
series of demands, including the 
firing of ihoac respon.sible for the 
police attack and an invesugaiiqn 
into the affair, which the union 
viral's us deliberate pren'oeation. 
Solidarity sources suid Monday 
that Mr. Rakowslu was adamant 
in refusing to make concessions 
and in fact presented his own de- 
mands — dial the union call off a 
“strike alert.'* curb demands for 
wage increases and stop pressuring 
for a farmers' union and the dis- 
missal of local officials. 

At one point, the sources srtd, 
Mr. Rakowski spoke of the possi- 
bility of bloodshed and appeared 
to raise the danger of interx'ention 
by Soviet troops, which are now on 
maneuvers in and around Poland. 

The atmosphere in ihe-.countiy 
is charged. ‘There are increasing 
signs oi a gronving gap of distrust 
and ill will between the union and 
the government, which had drawn 
together somewhat in a spirit of 
peaceful coexistence following the 
appointment of Gen. Wqjciech 
Jamzelski aspremier on Feb. 11.

JERUSALEM — The unpredict- 
able and enigmatic Moshe Dayan 
has ihiown Israel's election cam- 
paign into uncertainty. 

Im. Dayan, who resigned as 
Prime Minister Menacbem Be^’s 
foreign minisicr in October. lW9, 
declared rroeatedly at the lime 
ihai he would leave' the Knesset af- 
ter completing bis lenn. 

“I think that I am through with 
the active pan of political ufe." be 
said then. “That is to say, I will not 
run again to be a member of the 
Knesset. And I don’t think I'll be a 
minister or anything like that 
again. Enough is enough.” 

By last week be had shifted. “I 
feel like running s^ain.” he ex- 
plained. “Fm ready to go, and 1 
think 1 will go." He said his final 
deciaoD would come early next 
month. 

Independent Party 

He is flirting with the notion of 
heading his own independent par- 
ty in the June 30 parliamentary 
elections, and in the pnxess be has 
confounded the pundits, confused 
the polls and practically deminat- 
ed tne political coverage in the Is- 
raeli press. 

Even if Mr. Dayan manages to 
, assemble a list of candidates that 
suits him — and be is rq>orte^y 
having some trouble doing so — he 
is expected lo win oo more than 10 
to 12 of the 120 seats, far fewer 
than the favored LabOT Party .or 
the Likud bloc of Mr. Begjn. 

Yet because he fascinates many 
Israelis and because the politico 
scene is so fluid and so devoid of 
attractive figures. Mr. Dayan has 
already gained prominence in the 
campaign. 

Every utterance is given great at- 
tention. “Dayan ‘Ready to Run' as 
Plationn Stapes Up.” read a 
front-page headline in The 
Jerusalem Post last weeL Three 
days later the p^ier proclaimed, in 
a reference to former Finance 
banister Yigael Hurvitz, “Dayan- 
Huniiz Rifi Threatens New Par- 
ty.” And a headline in (he daily 
Maariv declared, “I^bor Pondera 
Whether to Lash Out at Dayan." 

Israeli journalists and politicians 
are already calculatine how Mr, 
Dayan fflight get into the next gov- 
eminenL is a coalition with the 
Labor Parly p^ble? Many La- 
boriies detest nim for abandoning 


the party and serving Mr. B^in. 
But if be takes enou^ votes away 
from Labor, it is reasoned. Labor 
might need him to make a majori- 
ty. 

Some have spun out elaborate 
schemes of Byzantine coalitions in 
which Mr. Dayan could bwme 
prime minister. One has him enter- 
ing a partnership with a Likud 
govenunent ihai Mr. Begin would 
be too weak to lead. 

Others, including Mr. Dayan 
himself, ridicule su^ suggestions. 
“No,” be said laughingly to a ques- 
tion about his becoming the next 
prime minister. ‘*1 don't think so. I 
don't think 1 even had a chance in 
(be last 30 years.” 

Heahb a QuesdoD 

His potential candidacy has not 
been . universally welcomed. One 
question maik is his health. He 
will be 66 in May and spears thin 
and frail at times. But one friend 
said he seems to have recovered 
from cancer surgery and is not re- 
ceiving, chemotherapy or radiO’ 
therapy. 

Many Israelis still condemn him 
for what they feel was his failure as 
defense minlsier in the 1973 war.

Americans Now Minority 
On U.S.-Foreign Flights

W.ASHINGTON — Foreign tra- 
velers fl>ing to the United States 
outnumbered Americans flying to 
foreign destinations last year for 
the first time. 

The U.S. dtizen share of airiine 
passenger traffic between the Unit- 
ed States and other countries fell 
to 48 percent in 1980 from 52 per- 
cent in 1979. accofding to statistics 
released by the Depanmem of 
Tran^xirtation. 

Total passenger traffic between 
the Unit^ States and other coun- 
tries continued to grow last year, 
rising almost 6 percent to 39.5 mO- 
li(m passengen, but the number of 
American citizens traveling was 
down 2 percent while travel by for- 
eigners to the United States was up 
almost 15 percent. 

The U.S. citizen share of the 
U.S.-international air travel mar- 
ket has been declining steu(^ 
over the last few years. In 1977, 
U.S. diizens still made up 58 per- 
cent of the total traffic between the 
United Slates and fordgo destina- 
tions: this dremped to 56 percent 
in 1978. 

Weakoied DoQar 

A major factor in the change has 
been the weakness of the dollar 
relative to other world currencies 
over the last few yearn — although 
that may be chan^ng. As a result, 
words such as “ba^ain" have been 
bandied about in the United States 
1^ foreiu visitors who found pric- 
es for hotels, f(X)d and clothing 
lower than in their home countries. 

The U.S. government policy of 
promotii^ iniemational ariation 
competition also is believ^ to 
have played a pan in increasing 
the availability <rf low-fare air trav- 
el to the United States. 

One factor in the decline in U.S. 
citizens’ travel abroad probably is 
the economic downturn in the 
United Stales, which has dqileted 
the resources of some wouJd-be 
travelers. 

the U.S. ctuzens’ share of 


the U.S.-worid travel maikei was 
declining, so was the share of pas- 
senger u^fic being carried by the 
U.S. airlines. U.S. airlines had held 
on to a steady Sl-perceni share of 
the passengers between the United 
States and other countries during 
1977, 1978 and 1979, but their 
share fell to 49 percem in 1980. 

The U5. airlines carried 2 per- 
cent more passengers in 1980 than 
the year before but the foreign-flag 
airhnes carried more than 10 per- 
cent more. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment's air traffic report are based 
on statistics collects by the immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service 
at each U.S. airport that offers in- 
terna tionaJ flights. The reports ex- 
clude U.S.-Canada air (ravel data. 

The rqtort on 1980 also showed 
that travel between the United 
States and Britain continued to be 
the leading U.S.-worid travel mar- 
ket, with a 10-percent gain in pas- 
sengers last year to 5.8 miluon. 
U.S. citizens made up 44 percent 
of the total Lrarfic between the two 
countries, down from 49 percent in 
1979. 

16 African States

ABIDJAN. Ivoiy Coast — Rep- 
resematives of 16 West African 
states approved a treaty Monday 
to protect their coastline and 
coastal waters from pollution.

P.AS.ADENA Calif. — A court 
here is testing, apparently for the 
first time in the United States, the 
ri^t of a surrogate mother to back 
out of one of the increasingly pop- 
ular baby-by-coniraci deal.s. 

Denise L. Thrane. of .Arcadia. 
Calif., volunteered to bear a child 
for an infertile Ne«' York couple. 
But after she was artifidally in- 
seminaied with sperm from the 
husband. James Noyes, and be- 
came pregnant she changed her 
mind and decided to keep the 

baby. Now the Noyeses are in 
court contesting her ri^i to do 
that. 

Attorneys throughout the Unit- 
ed Stales have reported hundreds 
of childless couples resorting to ar- 
tificial inseminatioa of surrogate 
mothers as an alternative to adop- 
tion when the wife has been unable 
to conceive. 

Other legal issues involving such 
arrangemeDis, such as the surro- 
gate’s right to accept a fee for her 
services, are already before courts 
in other states. But the Pasadena 
case appears to be the first time a 
surrogate mother has backed out 
of a deal and been legally chal- 
lenged. 

*^e's going to breast-feed that 
child,” said Stanley Springer, at- 
torney for Mis. Th^e, described 
as a widow in her 20s and mother 
of three, “and they want to wrest it 
away.” 

Blood Tests Asked 

The Noyeses asked Superior 
Court Judge Robert M. Olson to 
order blood tests to determine 
whether Mr. Noyes might be the 
father of the child and to prohibit 
Mrs. Thrane from naming the 
child or its father on the birtit cer- 
tificate. They also want custody of 
the baby — due any day — when it 
is born.’

Lawyers familiar with family 
law said it was very unlikely that 
(he Noy^ could win legal ri^ts 
to Ihe child once it is born, even if 
there was a signed coniracL U.S.

The Los .Angeles Times quoted 
Mrs. Noyes as saying, “We wish 
we could tell you whai hell she's 
ui Ub ihrough’.”

Thoughtless Signal to Allies 


President Reagan's national $ecur> 
ity ^viser, Richard All^ was riglit about 
what he said to the National Conservative 
pblitical Action Coounittee on Saturday: 
That there is a “grave economic crisis" in 
Western Europe because of “defidt spending 
and uncontrollable sodal programs” and 
tlmt “outri^t padfist sentiments” are hring 
expressed and the ''contemptible” slogan 
“better Red than dead" is once a gain being 
beard. The question still remains, why did he 
it? More predsdy, why did Mr. Allen say 
it, as opposed to Secretary of State Alexan- 
der M. Haig Jr., the president's designated 
spokesman on foreign policy? And who was 
tus real au^enc^ The Western Europeans he 
wu (mtidzing, or die hardline, anti -Soviet 
America firsters to whom he was speaking? 
And was he speaking on bis own, or with the 
full authority of the White House? Is it possi- 
ble that Mr. Reagan is developing a good 
cop, bad cop strategy aimed at pressuring the 
allies with Mr. Allen as the heavy and Mr.- 
Haig playing the nice guy? 

Mr. ADen has until now been a good sol- 
dier. He has dutifully accepted the low-pio- 
nie, behind-the-scenes coor dinating role as- 
rigned to the national security adviser in the 
Reagan administration, in contrast vrith the 
dominating role played by Henry Kissinger 
in the Nixon and Ford administrations and 
the contentious one played by Zbigniew 
Brzemnslu in the Carter administration. But 
he is close to the president, nnlike the Na- 
tional Security Coundl's ^viet specialist 
Richard Pipes, who spoke to a rq>oiter last 
week about the inevitability of war if the So- 


viet Union didn't renounce Communism, the 
death of detente and the susceptibility to So- 
viet persuasion of West German Foreiga 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher. And his 
words did not betray his known views. Still it 
makes little sense to spray one's closest dem- 
ocratic allies with verbal buckshot while at 
the same time cozying up to less, important 
authoritarian governments likes., those of 
South Africa and Argentina. 

As for the substance of Mr. Alien's com- 
plaint, sodal costs and deHdts are), too high 
in many Western Eun^)ean countnes. And 
the fear of creeping neutrality is legitimate. 
But there was a la^ of temperance in the 
national security adviser's remarks. “Grave 
economic crisis” is overstatement And 
dredgj^ up the old cliche “^tter Rid than 
dead” is demagoguery. Doing it in public be- 
fore NCPAC, a red-baiting money madune 
for the conservative cause, is just plain c^e. 
There was a crudeness, too, about Mri Al- 
len’s remarks on South Africa and China. He 
once again displayed thiie administration’s 
lack of sensitivity to the feelings of black Af- 
rican countries, some of which are strategi- 
cally important He also hinted stroi^y that 
there were good prospects for a military rela- 
tionship between Peking and Washington.

Crudeness has its place in diplomacy. But 
the reasoning b ehin d it must be subtle. There 
are few signs of nuance or sophistication 
here.

Nonviolence in Poland

On West Carman Youth Revolt

M unich — For those with 
long tAemories, the riots 
and detnonstratitMU that have 
shaken West German dUes for the 
past two months have a hauotin^y 
familiar ring. 

Shades of the youth rebellion 
the late 1960s? 

The similariLies are certainly 
striking. But then, too, so arc those 
to what has been called hereabouts 
the “Dutch” and the “Swiss” dis- 
ease — an allusion to the troubles 
that have placed Amsterdam arxl 
Zurich. 

But by any label or descriptioru 
what hu bm trans{MTing almost 
every weekend in West Berlin. 
Frankfurt. Hanover, Freiburg, 
Goettingen. Munich and Nuem- 
not to even mention the 
mini-dvil war Tou^t on the 
marshes near the Brokdorf nuclear 
power plant, i$ something no one 
in West Germany anticipated: a 
new generational dash. 

It has udten o^body by 
suiprise, because it was as^med 
that the young of the 1980s, in 
contrast to those of the late 1960s 
and early 1970s, would be Weal 
Cemian^^s “silent geumitioa.” 

The issues are deferent, 
course, even if the reaction of some 
politicians, notably Bavaria’s 
Fraoz-Josef Strauss, are not. 

In the 1960s. West Germany's 
young rebelled against the coun- 
try’s ossification and inal^ty to 
reform, its polidcai hypocrisy, and 
its hardened sodal and intwwtual 
arteries. The rebds repre^ied the 
first post-Hiller ^aeration, chaf- 
ing under the stigma of their par- 
ous' Gominiraons and omissions. 

Tbdr riliuDS were the shah of 
Iran, the United States fm* its in- 
volvemeni in Vietnam, and power- 
ful press lords. Ihdr heroes were 
Marx. Mao and Marcuse. They not 
only believed that a new and better 
society was critically needed, but 
that they had the formulas for 
buildiiig It 

Some saw fulCUmeni of their 
dreams in formation of thelefl-Ub- 
eral govemxoeot coalition of Sodal 
and Free Democrats (SPD and 
FDP) in 1969. Those wbo did not 
opted for what became known as 
“a long march through the institu- 
tions” of government lo cha^e so- 
dety from within. A tiny mismity 
began wa^g a tenrtxist campdgn 
intended to provdee the state into 
revealing what they believed to be 
its true colors. The trauma th^ in- 
flicted lingers on. 

Today’s revolt has Uttle if any- 
thing in common with any of that, 
de^te Mr. Strauss's ii^'udidous 
daans to the contrary. 

It b an outburst frustration 
against the promise of reforms un- 
fulfilled, gainst consumarism, 

S 'ost economic growth for the 
ofgrowth. 

The Bsues on which thousands 
have gone on the streets in recent 
moniiis are spedHcally; nudear 
power. eDvirosmental pollution, 
the lack of *^umaa warmth” in 
West German sode^, and, most 
Important, (he crio^ housing 
shortage which affects the less af- 
fluent young in particular. 

Decent housing, an end to real 
estate speculation tiat has turned

the districts of many dties into de- 
liberate slums, and a l^t to nund- 
less urban reoewaJ which destroys 
the character and traditions of 
ndghborhoods — those ate the 
priiMupal slogans behind which the 
young have rallied. 

In Municiu for example, 70,000 
new apaitroents would have to be 
built just to 0 ve everybody a roof 
over his head. In West Baiin, 
there are 60,000 applicanls for rea- 
sonably priced apartirmis. Yet, tn 
every West Gertn^ dty hundr^ 
of buildings stand empty or are 
being left to decay purposely so 
ih^ can be razed to moke room 
fev more lucrative office structures 
or condominiums. 

Squatters 

This has led to spontaneous 
youth action which f^res by the 
tongue-twisting and vinually un- 
translatable slogan of Instant&eset- 
zung. A play on words In- 
stondsetzen and Beseicen, what it 
means is squatting and renovating. 

In practice, groups of young 
people, many of them students and 
the majority adherents of com- 
mune-style fiviog, have simply oc- 
cupied emp^ old bouses, renovat- 
ed and repBired them. They live in 
them unUl ultimately, as is usually 
the case, the owner — sometimes 
that is the dty administration — 
calls police to evict them. 

Id West Berlin, at last count, 
some M4 buildings were thus oc- 
cupied by several thousand mem- 
bers of “The Squatter Scene.” 

In Muniefa, on the other band, 
no empty buOding has been taken, 
and ilw Bavarian state government 
has served notice that police will 
make sure that none ever wQJ be. 

Therein lies the key difference in 
official rspoose ana reaction to 
this maniiestation of the new 
youth revolt With some notable 
exceptions, sudi as Stuttgart May- 
or Manfred Rommel and Baden- 
WueittemberE's Prime Minisier 
Lothar Spaeth, both rather b'beral 
Christian Democrats 

(CDU/CSU), it cuts along party 
linds and r^ieals much about the 
political pdaiizatioa in this coun- 
try. 

Thus, while stressing that squat- 
ting is “of courae iDeg^” Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt told the Bun- 
destag the other day that “we must 
listen to the young, try to under- 
stand, and try to explain.” Hans- 
Joefaen VogeL the SPD governing 
mayor of West Beriin, conceded 
that the “demonstrations are draw- 
ing our attention to problems we 
have ignored.” 

Mr. Strauss, on the other band, 
has called for full use of police 
power and heavy-handed le^ 
tiofl not only against young 
squatters but tfa^ wbo take to the 
streets to demonstrate on their be- 
baif. It reminds one of an earlier 
Bavarian prime minister — in the 
1920s — wbo set out to make of 
Bavaria an OrdruaipzHU — 4 cell 
of law and order —within what he 
considered a disorderiy German 
Rdch. 

To Mr. Strauss these disorderly 
youths with their values of egeo- 
tiOD are the “seeds and core of o 
new wave of terrorism.” 

They could become precisely 
that, if authorities elsewhere in 
West Germany embark ou a delib- 
erately conflontational course and 
b^in to ODuiace what Bavarian 
police and judicial officials did in 
Nuernberg earlier this mcoth. 

Thtse 141 young people, most of 
ihCT minors, were hauled out of 
their dty-^nsored youth center 
1 ^ a bathtiioo of heavily armed po- 
lice. Then thty were incarcerated 
LDoommunicatfo for almost a we^ . 
on the baris of mimeographed ar- 
rest warrants cha^tiig eadt of 
(hem vrith partidpaaon in a brief 
downtown demoastration that left 


three store windows broken and 
three more cracked. 

Besides the travesty of justice 
and violations of due process this 
entailed it was the largest mass ar- 
rest in West Germany since the 
end of the Third Reich. 

The outcry it engendered was 
predictable; but thus far Bavarian 
officialdom's principal response 
has been a proposal to arm the po- 
lice with even heavier weapons, 
such as anti-riot guns and chemi- 
cals in their water cannons. 

As Martin Hirsch. a West Ger- 
man Supreme Coun justice put it 
lost week: “The wre^ use or pow- 
er by the state. isV in principle, 
worse than wrongly understood vi- 
olence by the young.”

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Vietnam Duplicity Considereeft

H O CHI MINH CITY —As a 
reporter here during the 


Vietnam war, I suspected that the 
Communists bad mfiJirated the 
South Vietnamese regime as well 
as the U.S. missioQ. Now back in 
Saigon, as this dty was fonneriy 
called. 1 have been able to confirm 
those suspicions. 

More dramatically. I have 
learned that these 'Communist 
agents included close Vietnamese 
acquaintances — not only trusted 
by me but also by U.S. officials, 
wbo idled heavily on their cooper- 
ation without knowing their true 
identity 

This duplicity is not surprising. 
In a civil war without froot lines, 
friend and foe are difCcuit to dis- 
tinguish. 

Dynamic Figwre 

Conrider, for exaj^e, the case, 
of CoL Pham Ngoc Tn^ wbo un- 
til his death was one of the most 
dynamic and brilliant figures in 
the Saigon -rime’s crusade 
a gaing r rV wnmniiiem 

In reality, CoL Tbao was a key 
Communist operative all along. 
His remains were recentiy trans- 
ferred to the Patriots* Oaneieiy 
here, but bis past role has not been 
made public, presumably because 
the present Vietnamese authorities 
fear reprirals against his widow, 
wbo curreDtly lives in Texas. 

Bom’ into a wealthy ^tbdic 
family. CoL Thao attend Fiencb 
schools in Saig^ But like many 
Vietnamese iotwectuals, humiliat- 
ed under French coloniaUsm. be 
joined the Communist-led Viet 
Nfinb struggling for indqwodence 
against France. 

When' the Geneva accords parti- 
tioned Vietnam in 19S4, be “ral- 
lied” to the Saigon government 
then being formed by Ngo Uinh - 
Diem. As a Communist “ddeo- 
tor,” he persuaded President Diem 
that he knew how to fight Commu- 
nists, and lus influence soared 

In the late 1950s, he uTged-Presi- 


deni Diem to construct “agro- 
villa,” enclosures into which peas- 
ants were forcibly corralled in or- 
der to cut them off from the Viet 
Cong. He later designed the “stra- 
le^ bamlei” program, which had 
a smflar aim. 


Devious' Devices 

But both schemes, enthusiastic- 
ally funded by the United States, 
were actually devious devices. Or 
as one of CoL Thao's old comrades 
told me; “His purpose was lo an- 
tagonize peasants and alienate 
ihim from the Diem regjrne, and it 
worked.” 

When I first met CoL Thao in 
1961, he was chief of Bentre prov- 
ince, a Communist bastion south 
of Saigon. He seeaned to have 
gained control over the area. I 
wrote an aitide praising his skill at 
counterinsurgency. Oth^ among 
them oohiixmisi Jos^h Alsop, 
turned him into a edebnty. 

In fact, as a former ^et Cong 
leader here disclo^ to me, C^ 
Thao and the Communists in'Ben- 
tre bad reached a covert unda- 
standing to make ’T’adfication” 
look good. “In that way,” the Viet 
Cong leader explained, “we could 
build up our strength without 
being molested.” 

One of CoL Thao's most import- 
ant dupes during the eariy 19^ 
was Dr.'Tran Kim Tuyeo, the boss 
of Item’s secret police, wfa<^ or- 
ganization had beoi created by the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency. 
In more than one ThM 

got Dr. Tuyen to release Viet Cong 
suspecu. 

Different Objectives 

(n 1963, an ImeniBl opposition 
to President Diem moum^ ^1. 
Thao and Dr. Tuyen cooroired to 
oust the i^ime. Their oqectives 
differed however.' 

Dr. Tuyen, a fierce anti-Com- 
munist' now living in England, 
wanted a gavemment that would 
wage the war roexe effectively: Col. 


Thao, in contrast, was manei^r Oc 
ing to install a junta of colonel^ 
that would negotiate a dt^'with<’ 
the Communists. ' 

A group of generals ultimately 
staged the coup in whidi President : 
Diem was assassioatecL The mom- ' 
ing after, I recalL Col. Thao ■ 
warned me to expect another coup . 
by colonels under his direction. \ 
His plan, a Communist source here > 
says, was to make South Vietnam ; 
neutral prior to its eventual reum- f 
fication with the North. 

CoL Thao's countercoup failed, 
but bis dandestine Coaununist*i4 
connections never surfaced. On the 
contrary, his credentials were still & 
so dean that he was assigned ton 
the South \fieinamese Embassy in Kp 
Washington, where he could con- ax 
vetnentty monitor U.S. activities. 

' Retuniii^ to Sai^ in 1965, he 
resumed his plotting now n gain^t 
the r^ime headed by Nguyen Van 
Thieu and N^yen Cao Ky. This 
time, though, nis luck ran out 

Betrayed ■ |;5 

Tracked down by President 
Tlueu. be was betrayed by a Cath- ^ 
olic priest and captured. President 
Thieu, ironically convin^ that he 
was woiting for the CLA, had him' 
tortured htmbly. CoL Tbao died 
without divulging his real identity. 

His torturer, Prendent Thieu's sp e^ 
dal police chief, is alive and wdi in 
the United Suites. 

There are other caws, like »i<ai 
of my friend Pham Xuan An, whoi 
woriced as a full-fledged coi 
spondeni for Time magaune i 
Saigon, an unusual posiuon for 
Vietnamese journalisL

Oanses for Divorce 

The Ins — and Outs — 
Of Marriage Contracts

N ice — Marriage in a lot of 
countries these days has be- 
cooie a <mw2r emror affair. Not 
that you don't realize vriiat y<Mi're 
getting into — but you may not 
know vriuu it can cost you to bdl

E^rything 
acquired during tte mairii^ is up 
for grabs in the settlemest fij^t. 

^Mcffic Contnet 

The second method is to bare a 
notary write out a spedlic con- 
tract She gets the Lear jet; he gets 
the magaazne sabscriptions and the 
parakeets. "1 always advise dients 
to write a contract where there is 
never any common pr o p erty," Chi- 
cha add. "The house goes in her 
name or his name, and so does the 
car, the stock portfolio, and so 
for^ l^s best because it allows 
yon to do adiat you want." 

Uiis land of agreeaunt, known 
as the regime de la separation des 
biens, is valid for everything the 
ogtqrle aoqrures. "A very old wom- 
an came to me iriten bCT husband 
of many years <Sed," Queha re- 
caDed. "She brov^t her marriage 
contract vritb ber so that the items 
fisted as hers wouldn’t be consid- 
ered part of the inheritance and 
therefore subject to tax. It was so 
omrqilete, she even listed among 
her possessiom her ^ panties." 
One not-eo-oomfflos agreement 


is known among French notaries 
as "the dancer’s contract." "Beau- 
tifoJ girls who can be very per- 
suasive with rich old men su^y 
adore (his one; e^edaDy if be has 
00 chDdren by a previous mar- 
riage." Queha said. "It's a commu- 
nity property agreemnt wbdo the 
survivor of the union is the winner. 
All she hm to do is outlive him." 

Until 15 years ago, Qiicha said, 
"a wediby woman would many a 
p<^ trian, and while she would re- 
tain sil of her assets, he would be- 
come the mnnag gr of thon. Hc 
could invest or sell or 60 what be 
wanted to with her money, then 
riiare in the profits, although the 
assets remained hers. It was based 
on the now-outmoded idea that 
when it comes to money matters, 
women are totally irresponsible." 

Chtcha said there are variations 
00 all these themes around Eu- 
rope. For instance, he said, in 
West Gnmany the automatic con- 
ttact assigns proper^ rights 10 one 
or the other panner during mar- 
riage but requires them to 'divide 
up-the beaefits of that property if 
the marriage ends. 

Rettoaciive Law 

Things are even more confusing 
in Italy, be said. Until 1975, all 
marriages were considered to take 
place under the rules of a property 
separation s^reemenL Tlien the 
law was changed to a common 
prc^jcrty sumie — a retroactive 
cae. All marriages are considered 
common property agreements un- 
less a coople married before the 
□ew law was enacted regUters ob- 
jections to its retroactivity. 

"Just imagine the problems that 
must have developed for some Ital- 
ians who were either out of the 
country when the new law was 
passed, or simply never bothered 
to read the papers to find out 
about it," be said, "i suspect there 
are stiS a lot of Italians who don't 
know about it and are in for a very 
nas^ surprise" if tb^ bead for di- 
vorce K>ort. 

Not getting married at all might 
be the answer, bm not necessarily, 
both Cbicba and Playboy warn. 
Though common law marriages do 
not exist in many countries, in the 
United Slates you don't have to 
say "1 do" to be done. And be- 
cause common law marriagies are 
l^al in some slates, such a mar- 
nage would be legally recognized 
m fordgn countries. 

And that could have serious re- 
pereusaons for unknowing non- 
Americans. Say a Onopean busi- 
nessman leaves home with his sec^ 
relaiy for a few wedcs in Vuginia. 
He agns them into a mold as Mr. 
and Mn. and oses his real name. 

Under its laws, the state of 'Vir- 
ginia considers them married. If 
Virginia do^ so will most foreigD 
countries. The businessman may 
end up gou^ home to divorce pa- 
pen and bigamy charges, not to 
matioD 8 secretitry with a good 
lawyer.

Some Easing 
Of Inflation

WASHINGTON — Federal Re- 
serve Chairman Paul A. Volcker 
predicted that the United States 
would “begin seeing some prog- 
ress" against inflauon late this 
year. .And once Ae comer has been 
turned, be added, it should b^mc 
progressively easier to cut Ae rate 
further.

Little Chance Given for Upturn in West

GENEVA — Prospects are not 
good for an early recovery by the 
Western industnalized countries 
from the “virtual stagnation” now 
plaguing their economies, accord- 
ing to a United Nations study pub- 
li^ed Monday. 

The report, prqiared 1^ tbe Eco- 
nomic rj^mmisao n for Europe 
staff, said the volome of industrial 
outpm in 101 may be less than 
the estimate 1980 advance of less 
than \ percent in Western Europe 
and the 3.5 percent decree in 
North America. 

Tbe marked slovring down in 
output has resulted in what is seen 
as a “disturbing increase“ in un- 
employment With an increase of 
1.7 mfllion in the number of West- 
ern Europe's unemployed in the 
year ending last November, the to- 
tal of j(>b sedeers reached 7 J per- 
cent of the labor force, the study 
found. 

At a time when Western Eu- 
rope's potential labor force is in- 
creadng at a rate of 1 million per- 
sons a year, tbe researchers said

Confidence Chidal 

Crucial to the success of the 
present policies based on money 
supply wianaqem ent is the instill- 
ing of confidence that the upward 
drive of prices has been brought 
under control, the study said. 

But belief “is based on a 
judgment of social behavior and 
cannot be proved or disproved on 
the basis of statistical, or even his-

One underirable short-ienn ef- 
fect of the presem monetary strate- 
gy is the very high level of interest 
rates, the reskreners said. 

They said the particularlv high 
U.S. rates have “exerted a deprei^ 
rive effect not only on the United 


States economy but also on West- 
ern Europe." 

Europ^ govemmenis. the sur- 
vey said, “have been forced to 
adopt policies that are more 
stringent than might have been jus- 
tified by thrir domestic situation 
alone.” 

They said that this was the case 
particularly in West Germany. Be- 
cause of the attraction exen^ by 
U.S. interest rates on foreign funds 
seeking the highest returns, Bonn 
had to re-direci its monetary poli- 
cy to the defense of the Deutsche 
mark's exchange rate. 

In turn, the study continued, 
these developments have limited 
the scope for maneuver in other 
West European countries, particu- 
larly in Austria, Swiizeriami Belgi- 
um and tbe Netherlands because 
of their close economic relations 
with West Germany. 

But the study did not advocate 
rvluritin^ to iHe earlier iwlicy of 
auempemg to control inflation by 
managing demand alone. “Tbe ob- 
stacles and the difficultjes which 
that policy encountered have not 
disappear^ and are probably 
greater at the present time.”

In calling on the Reagan admin- 
istration to “de-emphasizc" the 
U.S. role in multilateral organiza- 
tions. president Edwin J. Feuiner 
Jr. of the conservative. Wajshing- 
ton-based Heritage Foundation 
has criticized the World Bank’s 
loans to collective farms in Tanza- 
nia and Vietnam. 

If the Tanzanians “want to try 
their little experimentation in so- 
called social progress, let them do 
it," he said, “but I don’t think they 
ou^t ID ask .American taxpayers 
to subridlze their utopianism." 

World Bank officials retort that 
interaaiiona! organizations played 
a major constructive role in the 
1970s in easing the world through 
the iraosiiion to costly energy. 


They scoff at the idea that the pri- 
vate sector can do lhi.sjob. 

OPEC members have billions of 
dollars on deposit in Wcslem 
banks, but are unwnlUng lo commit 
these funds to investments in the 
Third World. They are willing to 
commit at least .some for develop- 
ment when the World Bank man- 
ages the investments and provides 
the guarantees. 

Early Skirmishes 

Friends of the system note that 
only SI.5 billion of annual U.S. 
economic aid of S6.5 billion goes 
through the international insiiiu- 
tion.s. and that much of that mon- 
ey is spent in the United States 
through purchase of equipment or 

serMces. 

In eariy skirmishes with ad- 
minLsiraton budget-cutters. Secre- 
tarv of Stale -Alextinder M. Haig 
Jr. won a commitment to honor all 
oblJgation.s lo iniemaiional organ- 
izations. This means the United 
Slates will string out its S65S-miJ' 
lion payment to the World Bank 
over five years, insiead of giving it 
in one lump this year. 

Because the United States is 
providing only 7.5 percent of the 
World Bank's new capital, the ad- 
ministration's plan probably will 
□oi impair iLs operations senousiy, 
according to banY sources, al- 
though ii could crimp the bank'.s 
rate of lending. 

However, administration offi- 
cials say that after these prior obli- 
gations' are fulfilled, they will take 
a “hard look” at the U.S. role. The 
first test of future policy could 
come soon: U.S. commiimenis to 
the Inier-.American Development 
Bank expire in i*)83.

Itie Japanese economy con- 
tinues to show signs of cooling. 
Production acUnties have been 
fluctuating in the past months 
owing to slump in personal 
nmsumption and housing. 
Inventories of rinisfaed pro- 
ducts remain at a high level, 
while the cqjerating rate of 
production equipment stays 
low. Now that initial objectix’es 
of the tight mcNiey policy have 
been achieved, as apparent 
from the trend of prices and 
yen rales, the focus of at- 
tention at the moment is in- 
creasingly the timing and 
extent of further relaxation of 
money. 

Mii^g and manufacturing 
production (seasonally ad- 
justed! increased 0.8 per cent 
over the preceding month in 
October, but decreased 1.5 
cent in November, and again 
rose 1.6 per cent in December. 
Such a vacillation is conadered 
to have been the cm in 
January and February, given 
the prolongation of inventory 
liquidation and slump in 
domestic demand. 

Producers’ finished goods 
inventory maintained a 
moderate uptrend through 
December. Inventory a(ljust- 
ment has been particularly 
slow in the steel, and paper and 
pulp industries. Hie operating 
rate (seasonally adjuked) of 
steel mills in Deconber fell 
sharply by 13.2 per cent fn»n 
i^ril, and the inventory ratio 
for finished products in the 
steel industry as a whole shot 
up 21.7 per cent during the 
month from a year earlier. It 
appears most likely that 
completion of inventory 
li(luidation will be delayed until 
after the second quarter in the 
steel, paper and pulp, ceramics 
and cement and non-ferrous 
metal industries. 

Price advances slowin g 

Wholesale prices are ad- 
vancing at a lesser and lesser 
pace because of falls of import 
prices and slackening of 
domestic suK>)y and demand 
balance. During the 1980 fourth 
(piarter, import prices fell 2.S 
per cent from the third qpiarter 
under the dual impact of the 


appreciation of the yen and a 
softening of international com- 
modity prices. Weak domestic 
demand, on the other hand, 
kept wholesale prices of 
domestic products failing on a 
month-to-month basis for four 
months to January; on a 
year-to-year basis, the rise in 
January was 8.5 per cent, the 
first sin^e digit rise in 15 
months. The overall index, 
inclusive of both domestic an(i 
import commodities, in 
January was up 6.7 per cent 
over the year-before month. 

Basic statrility has set in for 
consumer prices as well. Hie 
index, excluding seasonal com- 
mo^ties, for Tokyo's 23 wards 
in January fell 0.2 per cent 
firom the precedng month. 
Compared with the year^ore 
level, however, the month’s 
index was still 7.6 per cent 
ahead because of the lingering 
effects of rises in public serv- 
ices rates in the ^ring of 1980. 
The year-to-year advance of 
the overall index is expected to 
narrow to less than 7 per cent 
after spring this year if prices 
of v^etables, typical seasonal 
commodities, get stabilized. 

Continuous slump in 
housriiold sector 

While domestic demand as a 
whole is weak, recovery of 
personal consumption is con- 
spicuously slow. Although 
consumer price advances, the 
single most important reason 
for the slump in personal 
consumption, have lost steam, 
causing the real household 
income to turn positive, con- 
sumer mind which has cooled 
off (foes not seem to be quickly 
recoverii^. With the average 
propensity to consume of wage 
earners' households staying 
almost unchanged from the 
year-before level, real con- 
sumption expenditures trailed 
the year-before levri for every 
month from Mardi through 
November, except October, last 
year, 

Coolii^ of the consumer mind 
is express above anything else 
in spendings on goods other 
than daily necessities — dura- 
bles. in particular. The monthly 
average of expenditures on 


furniture and appliances 
during April through S^ember 
last year was 12.5 per cent 
below that of the corresponding 
period of 1979, followed by a fall 
of 7.6 per cent in October and 
19.6 per cent in November. 

The slump in housing is even 
more de^-rooted than that in 
personal consumptitm. Housing 
starts in 1980 at 1,270,000 units, 
down 15 per cent from 1979, 
were the lowest in 10 years. 
Soaring land prices and con- 
struction costs in the past two 
years are the direct causes for 
this severe slump, while 
depressed real hou^old in- 
come is additionally respMisi- 
bie. 

In (xintrast with the 
slumfHng housdioki sector, 
private investment in plant and 
equipment and eseports are 
proceeding quite firmly at the 
moment. 

Various indicat(ws point to 
the strength of business capital 
investment Shipment of Capital 
goods, for example, rose 2.0 per 
cent .in the second quarter of 
1980. 2.6 per cent in the third 
quarter and 2.6 per ceiE in the 
fourth ({uarter, respectively 
over the preceding (juarter, 
seasonally adjusted. An 
Economic Planning Agency 
survey of corporate capital 
investment programs (as of 
December, 1980) found out that 
such investment would in- 
crease 2.9 per cent in the fouth 
(juarter of 1980, 0.1 per cent in 
the first quarter of 1981 and 6.9 
per cent in the sec(xid (juarter, 
respectively over the preceding 
(}ua^r. seasonally adjuste(L 
CaiMtal investment thus is 
expected to continue strong, 
centering on electric, trans- 
portation and precision 
machinery. 

Along with business cajutal 
investment, exports ha've been 
a major force in the expansion 
of the economy in the year 
and are still contuiuing strong. 
However, there are several 
factors that raise concern over 
the trend in the coming months. 
Their real rate of increase over 
the year-before level on a cus- 
toms clearance basis reached 
19.6 per cent in the third 1980 
((uarter, 16.5 per cent in the 
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fourUi quarter, and 14.3 per 
cent in January, 196),. .. _ 

This gradual slowdown in the 
rate of growth presumably 
owes itself to decline in exp(»t 
competitiveness due to the 
yen's appreciation and to rising 
trade conflicts with importing 
countries against the 
background of the worldwide 
economic slump. Steel ship- 
ments to the United States, for 
example, fell by a sharp 32.4 
per cent in December from the 
year-before monih and 34.8 per 
cent in January in yen volume. 
Auto eiqnrts to the country also 
have been stagnant in the past 
few months. Unless trade 
disputes with the Uiuted States 
and the European Commimities 
are reduced, growth of ex- 
ports is bound to slow down In 
the near future. 

Policy implications 

Hie growing shadow over the 
economy is making itself felt in 
corporate performances and 
em^oyment situations. In the 
sec^ half (rf 1980. businesses 
depending on persnial con- 
sumption, housing and related 
fiel£ suffered from deteriora- 
tion of business, wiilcb drove 
num bers of them bankrupt. 


Improvement in employment 
rituatiem also appears to have 
to come to a haft. Hiese 
developments are leading 
policy-makers to diift the 
priority in fiscal and monetary 
policies to business recovery 
fnxn price stabUizaUon. 

But fiscal stimulation of the 
economy is severely limited be- 
cause of the Government's poli- 
cy to reduce budget deficits and 
the massive tax increase in 
fiscal 1981, which will have a 
deflationary effect on the eco- 
nomy. 

This leaves monetary pcriicy 
to be the only tool for mauging 
the course of the economy. 
Then are numerous factors 
recently that are conducive to 
monetary relaxation, such as 
improvement in the balance (rf 
mternatMmal payments, the 
firm tone of the yen, slowdown 
of TdiQlesale price advances, 
and drops in short-term money 
rales. At the same time, 
however, there are also things 
that must be weighed carefully, 
such as monetary trends and 
policy stances in other indus- 
trialized economies, the stiD 
high level of consumer prices, 
and halting downtrend of kMig- 
tenn interest rates.

By Jane J. Mansbridge. Basic Books. 398pp. S20.

T HEjnoblem with Soeialism, Osaax 
Wide is simposed to have said, 
is that it would require too many 
evenings.. Fes' anyone ihvtdii'ed in the 
anhw&r movement during the I9$(k

tics, union peptics or 'even conserva- 
tive politics — Wnde’s words must be 
among the most prescient political 
comments ever offered.

Always able to attiaa the best 
players, Matsutaro's teams cap- 
ture nine duunpiooships bdore 
toe two-l»|ue ^siem was estab- 
lished in 1^0, won eig ht pennants 
in the l9S0s ind 1961 and 1963 be- 
fore esiablirixing their phenomencl 
nine-year grip ou toe Japan Series. 


While the Giants were out-

"Destiny to Win'

But he is makitw some 
changes. When his restaurant, the Mjchdin- 
three-starred Les Pres and les Sources d’Eu- 
|enie in £ugenie-les-Bains in southwest 
France, reopens for the season in Apr^ it 
wiU feature a new menu, one of "equilibri-

popularized the idea of simpler, less rich 
French cooking, they could never have pre- 
dicted the worldwide influence thqr would 
have. Today, ncuvetle cuisine restaurants 
thrive all over France. England. Germany 
and the United States, popping up like so 
many Burger Kings. And the food many of 
them serve, insists Guerard, lacks dignity, 
nobility, pride and nuance. 

Irooic^y, Guerard and others are now 
complaining about (he sameness, (he bore- 
dom ^ a cuisine designed (o rescue chefs and 
diners from the sameness and boredom of 
classical French cooking. Noimflle cuisine 
was meant to revitalize restaurant dining, to 
encourage high standards for freshness, re- 
duce cooking limes, turn away from heavy 
sauces. 

Instead. Guerard said, one often finds Esb 
and duck breasts that are virtually raw, 
sauces ms i^ueed that ih^ all taste the 
same, a lot of gimmicks. Ttwre’s more em- 
phasis on how the food looks than on how it 
tastes. 

“Where is the oripaaiiiyT' he said. “Ev- 
erything is either cooked m ra^beny vine- 
gv, strawberry vinegar or pumpkin vmegar. 


um" between old and nouveile. Alongside the 
chefs poached eggs «iih caviar or pigeon 
wings on a bed of fresh green cabba^ will be 
such classics as good old sauteed chicken and 
tr^itional sole preparations. 

“Certainly, I nm the risk of people looking 
at the menu and saving *So big d^' But 111 
run that risk," he firmly. 

Guerard, who turns 48 at the end of this 
month, talks of balancing euirine pqyranne, 
or country cooking tvith cuisine de cours, that 
executed by protesional chefs. But as he 
speaks, one might hear the latter as cuisine du 
coeur, or cuisine of the heart, a cooking based 
on experience and invention. 

“When a chef has lost contact with popu- 
lar cooking, he can rarely produce a cuisine 
that is truly fine. In 19/0, when French 
nouveile cuisine was bom. I think 1 very ac- 
tively participated because it corresponded 
to the way I have always been as a cook — 
natural, a little like the bird sings. But I 
would like to offer a warning: The qualities 
brought in by the new style do not the 
posiuve qualities of (he old cuisine. This new 
French cuisine is difficult to carry out, be- 
cause it demands of those who prepare it a 


. certain knowlei:^ tremendous professzoaal 
scruples and rmasdal honesty.*' 

Guerard is not alone in bis thinking. Kerre 
Troisgros, reached by telephone at his restau- 
rant in Roacne, not far From Lyons, said he 
and other wcU-lcnown French aefs were m 
agreement on the problem, of nouveile cuisure. 

"Right nou'. lanifeSe is at a dead CDd,** he 
said. He acted that he and bis brother. Jeaa 
were moving tfadr menu toward more dassi- 
cal preparaoons. thoi^ be said the change 
would not be ‘'drastic. 

“I do feel that the public can teU the tftffer- 
ence between a meal that is prepazed by one 
the top chefs and one that is pt^iared by 
one who is less experienced.*' be said. 

Gregory Usher, director of La Varetme, 
one of Paris' top cooking schools, wotked for 
Guerard in the Idtcben of Rune’s in 1975. 
He said he basically agreed with his former 
boss's criticism of nouveUe. but he added, 
“^'ou havT to remember that Miefad Guerard 
is his own best publidty agent By makiBg 
such comments, he keeps himself above the 
masses." 

Cradle to Stove 

Guerard rather obliquely takes some of the 
blame for nouvelle’s fwure to communicate 
its intenL Not only has it been misinteipret- 
ed by diners, he feels, nouveile has bm 
cheapened, even abused, by chefs who failed 
to take in its meaning and who wentirom the 
cradle to the stove without Jearaing basic, 
classic cook^ techniques. 

In keeping vrith enrrent mood. 
Guerard. w*bo once accepted anyone ftom 
anywhere for a few weeks behind the stove at 
Eugenie, has put a stop to that. 

"Today, it's so easy to open a restaurant in 
France," he said. “Have soose moneyv hire a 
chef, taJie a tour of France and see what peo- 

E le are eating, then spend IS dm in the 
itchens of Troisgros, Bocuse, Chapd or 
Guerard." 

The biggest loser to all this, he said, is the 
pubUc, 

“Today, one-star restaurants are as npen- 
sive as three-siars," Guermd not^ 'Iw's 
not ri^t, not logical" 

Recent^, he spent 12 da^ eating at vari- 
ous restaurants around ?am^ md be ^ not 
And it very enjoyable. “Td rather eat sau- 
sages and sauerkraut, or a sinmie salad. Xf I 
want my food, I'll eat at bome.’^ 

The situation does not bode wdl for 
France, which may be producing a geoen- 
tion of chefs who lack a firm footing in the 
essentials of classieal cuisine. Furthermore, 
Guerard noted, restaurants that once served 
good regional cuisine are shifting to bad 
nouveile. 

“Not long ago," be said, “I sat down to a 
meal in a New York lestauranL Evetything 
served me was raw. It had no taste. 1 askeC 
'Whai is this?* They reqjonded, 'It's nouveile 
French cuisine.' 

“I told them. That's not true.' "
